The twenty-five year franchise for the 
strip of track leatiing from the end of 
the bridge to the Cleveland and Pitts­ 
burg railroad depot is what the Chester 
Street Railway company hankem after, 
and they are wise in asking for it and in­ 
sisting that oonucil shall grant it. 
Any 
man of common « » use, having his money 
invested in bridge stock, land conqMiny 
or street railway e.ompany, would la* 
very foolish not to ask for an extendi*d 
franchise ; and not only ask for it, hot 
to insist strenuously for it, using every 
argument and power possible, even to 
the use of oolnmn after column of space 
in the daily journals, when* they can la* 
pnrsnaded to advia'ate the measnre. 
Fnrthor than this, the Chester Street 
Railway company and the memb» *rs of 
the organization back of it, and of (^her 
organizations 
intimately 
conmH-t**d 
therewith, have a p« *rfe<’t right to ask 
for this exteudt‘d franchise, as they an* 
looking for good n*sults from their 
money investments. 
Then comes the qnwtion of the rights 
of the city of East Liveriaail and the 
duty of oonncilraen, asrepr« *sentativosof 
the people, to advocate and protect thos** 
rights. It is not a question now, as to 
whether the Chester stm*t railway shall 
make much or little money. It is simply 
this qm*stion :

Some time sincti, the manager of the

The latest addition to the paper in 
du stry is a sanitary note paper which 
is claimed to b e g* rmprooi. It has long 
b een known that 
letters frequ ently 
spread infectiou s diseases b y means of 
the germs that contaminate the paper. 
An English firm has pnxlu ced a paper 
which is impregnated withau antiseptic 
su b stance which kills all germs that 
may come iu contact with the paper. If 
this paper proves to b e what the proprie­ 
tors claim, it is crrtaiu ly a meritoriou s 
invention and will b e**ome generally 
u sed b y hospitals imd du ring the rage of 
fu tu re epidemics.

is again in norm al condition. The bark 
is peeled off but once in four years. 
The latest A d d ition to the paper in 
d ustry is a sanitary note paper w hich 
is claim ed to be germ proof. It has long 
been 
know n th a t 
letters frequently 
spread infections diseases by m eans of 
the germ s th a t contam inate the paper 
Au E nglish firm bas produced a paper 
w hich is im pregnated w ith an antiseptic 
substance w hich k ills all germ s th at 
m ay come in contact w ith the paper. If 
th is paper proves to be w h at the proprie­ 
tors claim , it i* certain ly a m eritorious 
invention and w ill become generally 
need by hospitals and d u rin g the rage of 
fu tu re epidem ics. 
C hinese 
aud Japanese papers have 
long been noted for th eir quality. It has 
recently been ascertained, however, th at 
even finer grades are pruuuced in Korea. 
line em inent a u tb o rn y states th a t “ the 
K orean paper excels the very best th at 
is m ade in C hina and J a p a n ." 
It is 
m anufactured en tirely by m anual labor. 
N o m achinery w hatever is employed. 
F or the better grades the bark of the 
B ronssonetia papyrifera is used. T his is 
gathered in the spring of the year. It is 
placed in w ater, m ixed w ith wood ash 
es and is then beaten u n til it is reduced 
to a thick pulp, w hich is dipped out iu 
good sized ladles aud spread out in th in 
sheets upon bamboo frame*. A different 
grade of paper is m ade from fragm ents 
of bark, w hieh are trodden under foot 
In a m anner sim ilar to tb a t em ployed in 
the grape presses in som e conntries. 
T his process of m aking the pulp is very 
tedious, but it possesses the great m erit 
of preserving the fibers in tact and not 
breaking them , as is doue w hen m a­ 
chinery is used. T he pulp is then m eta­ 
morphosed into paper, and the sheets 
are stacked up in piles -x feet high aud 
cut into piece*. Then t 
piles of paper 
are compressed by tin ctam ping of feet. 
The roots and seeds of a p lan t called 
tackpaul are added to the palp w hen a 
grade possessing greater tenacity and 
toughness is desired —P h ilad elp h ia Rec­ 
ord.
